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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because in Fig. 2, it is suggested to change 51 to 151 in 
accord with specification. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior 
version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the 
remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of 
the several views of the drawings for consistency.

Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-1 1 of U.S. Patent No. 6,755,932 B2. Although the 
conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because both 
are direct to a structure (electrode or showerhead electrode) facing a plasma in a chamber and 
including at least one though hole disposed in the structure at a position opposite a substrate and 
an optical transmitter mounted on a back of the at least one though hole for transmitting light 
from the substrate which also may be an optical reflector. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Saito et al (US Patent No. 6,562,186 Bl) teach a plasma reactor including an upper 
showerhead electrode 4 made of silicon or carbon (column 4, lines 17-59). 
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Ishii et al (US Patent No. 5,571,366) teach a plasma processing apparatus including a gas 
distribution ring 56 (Fig. 7) made of conductive silicon and thus acting as an electrode (column 
10, lines 23-32).
